IN NEW TAX BILL 


Legislators Study Defense 
Measure Adopted 
By House 


WASHINGTON. Aug 
5. — Tile 
| huge $3,20(5.200,OOO defense tax bill, 
which would give the governm ent 
its biggest cut of the national in ­ 
come, went to the senate today 
bearing a thum ping house approval, 
but almost immediately there was 
talk th at it m ight yet undergo m a­ 
jor revisions. 
It passed the house 369 to 30 late 
yesterday alte r it had first been 
stripped of a provision for requiring 
all m arried persons to file Joint 
(income tax returns. TI ifs provision 
had been counted on to raise about 
$323,000,000 in additional revenue 
through higher surtaxes. 
The defeat was attributed to a 
great extent to the criticism voiced 
by President Roosevelt who wanted 
it modified to exem pt the income 
actually earned by either husbands 
or wives.

Members of the ways and m eans 
committee, who balked a t recom ­ 
m ending the President’s proposal, 
were Joined by other legislators in 
warning th at further increases in 
individual income taxes would be 
necessary to make 
up 
the lost

Under tile guise of economy and 
some limes on the plea that sucli 
publication is no longer necessary, 
efforts have been made in various 
states in recent years to eliminate 
cr at least to reduce the published 
leports required by law of various 
public agencies. In some instances, 
officials have taken it on them­ 
selves simply not to comply with

partial reports. 
One controversy over this issue 
occurred in 1918 in Wisconsin. It 
was fought over whether the pro­ 
ceedings of the local board of edu- 
I cation should be published.
